But the play’s the thing and this site delivers 
everything you need to know about the 120 plays 
and films and the dozens of street performers on 
site. As a planning tool, this Web site is outstanding. 

You can search plays by title or by category. So if

all shows with titles beginning with the letter H, and 
you'll find Hamlet is in fact showing at the Fringe.

he apocalyptic sights and 
T= of last week's explosion 

at Calgary's Hub Oil brings 
home the potential dangers of liv- 
ing so close to the industrial 
Nirvana that exists in and around 
Edmonton. The fact that the explo- 
sion happened during the same 
week as a damning report on the 
emissions from Edmonton-area 
industrial plants does nothing to 
soothe the anxiety. The Commis- 
sion for Environmental Coopera- 
tion, an agency created by the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment, says area industries and man- 
ufacturers create the second-high- 
est levels of polluting substances in 
Canada — behind Durham Region, 
near Toronto. Local industries 
spewed more than 10 million kilo- 
grams of pollutants into the air in 
1996 and that’s not counting pollu- 
tion caused by oil and gas produc- 
tion. 

While industry and health offi- 
cials ponder the long-term conse- 
quences of such a dubious distine- 
tion, the very real, immediate dan- 
gers of a possible industrial explo- 
sion and fire have done more to 
capture the imagination of local 
industry and emergency response 
officials.

he Fringe Theatre Adventure Society has launched 
T: civil action against the publisher of a monthly 
magazine that has reproduced content which 
appears in the theatre company’s official Fringe 
Festival guide. 

A statement of claim filed in Court of Queen's 
Bench against Master Playbill Ltd. and owner William 
Grantmyre seeks unspecified damages, alleging 
Grantmyre’s publication, Master Playbill, plagiarized 
content from the official Fringe program and infringed 
upon copyright the theatre company holds on the pro- 
gram’s content. 

Master Playbill is a monthly publication that focus- 
es on Edmonton's theatre scene. Its August edition has 
the cover of the official Fringe guide on its own cover 
and carries identical site maps and play descriptions 
as are found in the official guide. 

The claim alleges that Master Playbill has “without 
knowledge or consent of Fringe, plagiarized the Fringe 
program by reproducing drawings, words and maps 
from the Fringe program .. .” and that Grantmyre and 
his publication “knew or had reasonable grounds for 
knowing” that the Fringe owned copyright on the con- 
tent. 

The society also applied for an injunction prevent- 
ing Grantmyre’s firm from publishing or distributing 
the August edition of Master Playbill, but-the applica- 
tion was denied. 

Grantmyre said copies of the publication, which 


also contains a page of information on theft 
Festival, reviews of other festival productions 
other arts events listings are sold at ston 
Edmonton for $2.50.

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TD's merger plans nothing but wealthy contempt for the rest of society 


Editor, SEE: 

Savvy readers of See Magazine 
will know the mainstream media 
are often obsessed with the trivial 
(The Edmonton Journal wouldn't 
print this letter.) They did re-report 
on an important issue recently 
though — briefly. Then they 
became silent on the proposed 
merger of the Toronto Dominion 
Bank and Canada Trust. 

Defenders of the corporate faith 
would have us believe that the 
merger, or leveraged buyout, is just 
good business. It isn’t. It may be 
good for corporatism, but it will 
hurt the public. TD wants to cut 
public service by closing 275 of its 
and CT’s branches. 

Besides, Finance Minister-Paul 
Martin has the authority to stop it. 
Unless he hears from Canadians on 
the issue, he'll likely approve the 
buyout because of pressure from 
the banking lobby and his profit- 
minded colleagues in Cabinet. 
That's the “free market?” That’s 
democracy? 

The buyout isn’t about healthy 
competition. Take a look at identi- 
cal interest rates; banks don’t com- 
pete any more than oil and gas 
companies. They must be strictly 
regulated because they don’t 
always act for the public good. 
Banks simply move money around 
and help to concentrate it, aided by 
the Bank of Canada and the taxa- 
tion system, for the main benefit of 
well-off stock and bond-holders. 


More wealth in fewer hands has 
shrunk the middle class from 60 per 
cent of population in 1973 to 44 per 
cent in 1996. The majority, who 
can’t invest, are paying for their 
own destruction. 

The buyout downsizing will 
result in increased employment 
insurance (EI), welfare and medical 
costs to cover the now-taxpaying 
TD and CT employees, who will 
suffer the trauma of job loss. Over 
time, however, the biggest burden 
will fall upon ordinary taxpayers. 

TD has to borrow — probably 
from itself, at convenient rates — 
most of the $8 billion required to 
buy CT from British American 
Tobacco. Downsizing will raise 
only about five per cent of the cost. 

Loans and the interest on them 
could be written off as a tax- 
deductible business expense. The 
public loses big in taxes that the 
government otherwise would have 
collected for public benefit. Thus 
the merger cost is socialized, as is 
any risk. All the profits are priva- 
tized. Of course, the winners don't 
see how profoundly contemptuous 
of democracy this process is. 

It’s about efficiency. The cult of 
efficiency is terrific for investors’ 
profits, but it harms almost every- 
one else. Our employee, the finance 
minister, was hired democratically 
to look after the public interest. He 
is morally obligated to stop this 
buyout as he wisely did last winter 
when four of the other Big Five 


banks wanted to merge. 

Citizens must remind Mr. Martin 
(Hon. Paul Martin, M.P., P.C., 
House of Commons, Ottawa, Ont. 
K1A OA6 — postage free) to step in 
again — for the common good . 

On the other hand, if you believe 
those who own the country ought 
to govern it, then do nothing. Which 
is what we are conditioned to do by 
the commercial media — stay iso- 
lated, consume and don’t care 
about anyone else.

Zuk’s work. She is a realistic 
sculptor of the human figure, 
busts, and horses. What. makes 
Zuk’s art imitate life further is her 
innate ability to show movement 
and emotion 

Walking into her Garneau back 
yard Garden Gallery, the first 
piece you see is a fountain, which 
is a female torso holding a bowl up 
on her shoulder. The face has clas- 
sic African features and part of her 
history is written on her face. 
Many of Zuk’s forms have non- 
Caucasian features, which she 
maintains simply comes from “the 
love of the beauty of other cul- 
tures.” 

Zuk also has a penchant for the 
neo-classical female form. The 
look of her sculptures may, at first 
glance, seem academic or classical 
(they say the average person 
spends ten seconds looking at a 
piece of art on display). However, 
on closer inspection you see the 
composition is very much in 
today’s idiom. Even the more sym- 
metrical sculptures invite you to 
walk around and see the other 
sides. 

While Zuk works in fired clay, 





porcelain and pastels, the fired 
clay pieces are the most striking. 
The color of the clay is like warm, 
deep, rich chocolate. 

“I make my own clay and the 
color comes from magnesium 
oxide,” explains Zuk. “I love work- 
ing with clay. . . and fired clay can 
outlast bronze.” 

A graduate of the University of 
Alberta’s fine arts faculty, this was 
Zuk’s eighth annual show. Her 
work is set up in a charming gar- 
den setting, with art nestled 
among gorgeous flower-beds. 
There are traditionally between 30 
and 40 pieces, most of which sell 
out. The summer show has 
become popular through word of 
mouth. 

This process is time-consuming, 
so Zuk constantly has work in 
progress; no stockpile of product 
sits in a warehouse.

Strategies to deflect sexual assault require ditching the victim mindy 


hen a guy put a knife to 

Shannon Limoges’ throat, 

threw her to the groundin an 
alléy and started raping her, she let 
him 

“Just until I felt that he wasn’t 
paying enough attention to the 
knife,” the 25-year-old student says 
matter-of-factly. “Then I took the 
knife from him, punched him in 
the eyes and throat to stun him. I 
was then able to kick him in the 
groin and run around the corner to 
the safety of my apartment lobby 
where there was a security guard.” 

Even while she tells the story, I 
am amazed at my lack of horror — 
a calmness bordering on indiffer- 
ence. After all, how many times 
have I heard or read similar stor- 
ies. It stops sounding real. Just a 
statistic. One in every two women 
... Violence against women... 
rape ... date rape.. repeat. You 
feel your eyes glaze over. This is 
not really happening. 

“People’s apathy about violence 
comes from their fear, their confu- 
sion and their own helplessness,” 
says Limoges. “It’s not something 
people like to think about.” 

Think of it as a collective “fear 
freeze.” When youre being attack- 
ed, fear is a handy alert system, 
Limoges says, but it can also grab 
hold of your brain and shut it 
down. That’s a fear freeze and it 
often happens when you're being 
attacked and you can’t accept that 
what is happening is real. You 
freeze and become defenceless, 
she explains. That’s what happen- 
ed the first time she was raped. 
That time it was no stranger in an 
alley; it was her ex-boyfriend. She 
was 17 and they were walking 
home together after being out with 
friends. 

He'd had a rough time with their 
break-up and this particular night 
he lost it. He hit her and threaten- 
ed her with violence. Although she 
had seven years of martial arts 
training at the time, her fear para- 
lyzed her. That she didn’t defend 
herself left her full of shame and 
unable to tell people about what 
had happened. The incident pretty 
much destroyed her life for several 
years. 
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“There was nothing really that it 
did not touch — life, school, rela- 
tionships,” Limoges recalls. 
“You're walking around with this 
secret, with all this pain and trau- 
ma inside you; but of course you 
pretend you don’t feel bad. As a 
result, reality starts to get a little 
hazy.” 

Limoges managed to clear 
enough of the haze to take a self- 
defence course where she learned 
how to deal with the fear freeze. 
She learned that if you can snap 
yourself out of being scared shit- 
less and get your mind moving, 
you can influence what happens, 
whether you're being raped, mug- 
ged, or beaten up. 

“You can be proactive, instead 
of reactive,” says Limoges. And’ 
that doesn’t necessarily mean 
immediately beating the crap out 
of the guy, which may be desirable 
but not always very.smart. Often 
it’s best to employ some psycho- 
logical strategies to see if you can’t 
diffuse the situation, says Limoges. 

For example, if someone is fol- 
lowing you, assess your options, 
look around you and see where 
you could go if he did approach 
you. Could you draw him into an 
area where there are people 
around? You might even decide to 
pretend to go along with your 
attacker, says Limoges. 

“You could say, ‘You don’t have 
to be so forceful, we could go to 
my house later — I've got all kinds 
of sex toys. Why don’t we go for a 
drink first?’ Then get him to go toa 
bar with you where there are peo- 
ple.” 

By going along with the guy with 
the knife, Limoges gained enough 
leeway to take control. Not only 
did she save her own life but she 
salvaged her self-esteem because 
this time she took action. 

But, Limoges stresses, every 
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attack is different and yo, ) 
keep in mind at all tin, 
strategies might not w«, 
keep thinking.

Since 
then, however, hemp clothiers 
across North America have plugged 
in to an invaluable market: youth. 

The ongoing political debate 
around the legalization of marajua- 
na has undoubtedly been a cash 
crop for hemp clothing designers 
and manufacturers because the two 
are so closely related.
